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Timothy Geithner 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tim¬ 
othy Geithner left the US 
Treasury yesterday knowing 
the world's largest economy, in 
freefall when he took office 
four years ago, has turned 
around and returned to the path 
of growth. 

But Geithner, who steps 
down as treasury secretary, 
also leaves a massive burden 
of debt and deficits, the cost of 
rescuing a imploding financial 
system that even the best ex¬ 
perts did not comprehend at 
the time. 

In saving the banks, 51- 
year-old Geithner bears the 
stigma of having used taxpayer

money to protect — some crit¬ 
ics say reward — the reckless 
Wall Street behavior that 
caused the crisis. 

From fights inside the 
White House over who to 
save, to pressing European 
counterparts to act, to fending 
off political attacks, the com¬ 
bative secretary nettled dur¬ 
ing the rockiest period for 
finance since the early 1930s 
collapse. 

But, perhaps more than 
anyone save the Federal Re¬ 
serve's Ben Bemanke, he can 
claim credit for saving the 
economy. 

Geithner had said he would 
leave the department after the 
conclusion of Obama's first 
four-year term. The president 
was sworn in on Sunday for a 
second term. 

Obama has nominated 
longtime Washington insider 
Jack Lew, his current chief of 
staff, to succeed Geithner. His 
nomination requires Senate ap¬ 
proval. 

Deputy treasury secretary 
Neal Wolin is to serve as acting 
secretary pending Lew's con¬ 
firmation. 

Geithner’s departure comes 
amid a major reshuffling of 
Obama's cabinet for his second 
term.

The organization that cares for 
Aruba’s mentally challenged, 
Stichting voor Verstandelijk 
Gehandicapten Aruba, SVGA, 
or the Foundation for the Men¬ 
tally Disabled, celebrated to¬ 
gether a milestone event on 


Thursday morning, January 24. 

It was in 1988 that Arturo 
Daniel Werleman was named 
Director of the foundation, 
with the intention of imple¬ 
menting a plan to revolutionize 
the care of Aruba’s special 


people, while re-educating the 
community as to their value 
and place. 

Arturo, popularly known as 
“Tuyo,” had trained in Holland 
and worked as a nurse, then fi¬ 
nally received a degree in So¬ 
cial Psychology, which he 
practiced in Holland. He re¬ 
turned to his home island of 
Aruba and took a job as a civil 
servant. In 1987, he was sent to 
study and assess the existing 
programs of the SVGA. “At 
that time there were only three 
centers operating for Aruba’s 
mentally challenged,” he re¬ 
calls, “which basically just 
kept them busy during the 
working day. Their world was 
closed and they were kept 
apart from the community.” 

Arturo Werleman fought 
many battles to see an addi¬ 
tional four centers come into 
existence, with the capabilities 
of the “clients” reassessed and 
redirected towards mainstrea¬ 
ming and productively con¬ 
tributing to the community. In 
1988, there were only three 
care centers, now there are 
seven, including two commu¬ 
nity homes where the more ca¬ 
pable adults live under 
minimal supervision. They 
learn the skills to lead fulfilling 
adult lives, something that was 
not available to them before. 

Job training was introduced 
as part of the program. When 
Werleman took on the steward¬ 
ship of the SVGA, none of 
their clients held jobs, now 
they have nearly 50 out of 230 
mainstreaming in the work 
force. “I have to express my 
gratitude to Ewald Biemans, 
who was GM of the Manchebo 
Beach Hotel at the time. He 
opened that door by taking on 
the mentally challenged to his 
staff, and now they can be 
found working in most hotels 
and other industries.” They 
also have over 60 clients doing 
volunteer work with other 
foundations; demonstrating 
they can be a viable asset to 


their community. 

In 2000, SVGA established 
a separate foundation, the Spe¬ 
cial Olympics Committee. 
Each year, they stage national 
games, providing incentive 
and enforcement within their 
clients to strive to be their best. 
They often welcome special 
athletes from other countries, 
creating relationships and 


making friends around the 
world. They have had teams 
participate in the International 
Special Olympics held every 
four years since 2001, allo¬ 
wing their athletes to experi¬ 
ence world travel and prove 
themselves in the international 
arena.

Government announces 


plans for labor market 
investigations in 2013 


ORANJESTAD — During a 
recent press conference, the 
government announced plans 
for different investigations of 
the local labor market with 
the view of improving our 
labor force. The Labor Force 
Survey conducted in 2011 
provided us with important 
data, and in 2012 another 
such investigation was con¬ 
ducted of the labor force. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, the results of the 2011- 
2012 surveys indicated that 
the trend, as of 2009, up to 
the present is that the unem¬ 
ployment rate was 10% at 
that time. This figure cur¬ 
rently stands at 8%. Within a 
matter of weeks we should 
have the results of the ’’Labor 
market model.” This will cre¬ 
ate a model with formulas 
that will allow us to measure 
what is necessary in the labor 
force for the different periods 
of the year. 

On the labor force with re¬ 
spect to women in the work 
force, The DAO will submit 
a report on this in February. 
The government also an¬ 
nounced that this year they 
will begin an investigation on 
the phenomena of ’’cheap 
labor.” They want to ascer¬ 
tain in which sectors of the 
labor force this is taking 
place and how strong this is 
in the Aruban labor force. 

The second investigation 
will consist of different 


points but the intention is to 
find ways to increase partici¬ 
pation in the labor force. This 
will be defined in five sub-di- 
visions. The intention is to 
create opportunities for dif¬ 
ferent groups that are not cur¬ 
rently being considered to 
become active in the labor 
force. 

According to the govern¬ 
ment, another study will be to 
determine on what conditions 
employees are working so 
that they can implement an 
Health and safety legislation 
to create protection for both 
employee as well as indi¬ 
rectly employers on the job. 
A fourth project of the go¬ 
vernment will be to create 
possibilities for employees to 
become more productive on 
the job. This project will be 
undertaken together with 
DAO (Department Of 
Labor). 

The government wants to 
ensure, with these investiga¬ 
tions that the labor force is re¬ 
inforced by the changes in the 
new labor law. All the 
changes are designed to gua¬ 
rantee and protect each 
worker. The changes are also 
designed to help those who 
currently are not working for 
one or other reason who 
would be protected by the 
law once we have a better 
view of the concrete figures 
with respect to the different 
points of the investigations.

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Supreme Audit Bureau publishes 
results of investigation 


ORANJESTAD - The Aruba 
Supreme Audit Bureau re¬ 
cently published the results of 
their findings of an investiga¬ 
tion conducted during No¬ 
vember 5 th and 30th of 2012. 
The investigation concerned 
the management of the go¬ 
vernment regarding the for¬ 
malization of tasks and 
responsibilities of depart¬ 
ments, directories and bu¬ 
reaus of the different 
ministries. The investigation 
was actually a continuation of 
a previous investigation by 
the supreme audit bureau on 
the public sector which report 
was published in December 
2011 . 

The Supreme Audit Bu¬ 
reau has noted that the go¬ 
vernment has given the 
formalization of tasks and re¬ 
sponsibilities in their depart¬ 
ments much attention, 
particularly those depart¬ 


ments and directories that 
lacked a formal governmen¬ 
tal decree. 

New departments were 
created without the forma¬ 
lization of tasks and respon¬ 
sibilities. This brought risks 
with it which caused the dis¬ 
bursement of tasks and re¬ 
sponsibilities among the 
different departments to be 
less than optimal. The conse¬ 
quence of this meant double 
work, lack of responsibilities, 
inefficiency in operation, and 
an eventual increase in cost. 

The Supreme Audit Bu¬ 
reau has advised the govern¬ 
ment to continue to give this 
matter their attention but in a 
more formal and integral 
structure so as to minimize 
the risks pointed out by the 
Supreme Audit Bureau. An 
essential aspect is to reach an 
agreement on a political level 
as to what are the tasks and 


principal responsibilities of 
each department and to use 
this as the basis for a chosen 
management structure. In his 
reaction to the results of the 
investigation of the Supreme 
Audit Bureau, the Minister of 
General Affairs indicated that 
he is in agreement with the 
Supreme Audit Bureau that 
all government departments 
should have a formal govern¬ 
mental decree for each de¬ 
partment that do not already 
have this. 

The Supreme Audit Bu¬ 
reau has advised the Minister 
to provide more concrete in¬ 
formation concerning this 
matter of decrees and how 
soon they should expect re¬ 
sults from this. The letter 
containing the results of this 
investigation is published on 
the government’s website:

Mozambique floods kill 36, 
displace tens of thousands

India needs to 'reset 
moral compass': 
president 


MAPUTO (AFP) - Flooding 
in Mozambique has killed at 
least 36 people and displaced 
nearly 70,000, the United Na¬ 
tions said Friday, as residents 


braced for a fresh storm 
surge. 

"A total of 26 persons 
have died in (the worst af¬ 
fected southern province of) 


Gaza alone, with the nation¬ 
wide death toll at 36,” the UN 
in Mozambique said in a 
statement. 

The number of displaced 
people now stood at 67,995 
while nearly 85,000 have 
been affected by the raging 
waters in recent days, the UN 
said, urging donors to ur¬ 
gently make more funds 
available ”to help deal with 
this emergency” in the im¬ 
poverished southeast African 
nation. 

Meanwhile, severe flood¬ 
ing continued to spread 
across the south of the coun¬ 
try with the Mozambique 
government, international 
agencies and neighbouring 
South Africa scrambling to 
ease the humanitarian disas¬ 
ter. 

The floods are a result of 
week-long torrential rains in 
South Africa and Zimbabwe 
that swelled the Limpopo 
river forcing an orange alert 
on January 12, when the toll 
began. 

But the full impact of the 
rains were only now being 
felt. 

An AFP reporter on the 
scene saw thousands of resi¬ 
dents who had fled their 
homes stuck on road sides 
leading out of devastated 
towns, surviving on scarce 
aid and in some cases forced 
to eat grasshoppers. 

Their plight was only ex¬ 
pected to worsen as intense 
rains were forecast for the 
weekend. 

In the tourist coastal city 
of Xai-Xai, spared until Fri¬ 
day, up to eight metres of 
water (26 feet) was expected 
to hit. 

”The water is coming into 
the city. It is just starting. 
Some roads in the lower part 
of town are under water,” 
said government spokesman 
Joao Carlos. ”The situation is 
not very good.” 


NEW DELHI (AFP) - India's 
president said Friday it was 
time for the country to ’’reset 
its moral compass” in the 
wake of the savage gang rape 
and murder of a student last 
month that ignited nation¬ 
wide protests. 

Speaking on the eve of 
India’s Republic Day celebra¬ 
tions, President Pranab 
Mukherjee called the 23-year- 
old woman's death a ’’grave 
tragedy” that has shattered the 
country's complacency. 

"The brutal rape and mur¬ 
der of a young woman, a 
woman who was symbol of 
all that new India strives to 
be, has left our hearts empty 
and our minds in turmoil,” he 
said in a nationwide televised 
address. 

” We lost more than a valu¬ 
able life — we lost a dream. If 
today young Indians feel out¬ 
raged, can we blame our 
youth?,” he asked. 

Five men are on trial in 
New Delhi for murder and 
gang rape while a sixth has 
said he is under 18 and that 
his case should be heard in 
juvenile court. 

The promising student, 
who was studying physio¬ 


therapy, was assaulted with 
an iron rod in the attack that 
sparked street protests. 

She died of massive inter¬ 
nal injuries nearly two weeks 
after the December 16 attack. 

"When we brutalise a 
woman, we wound the soul 
of our nation,” the president 
said. 

"It is time for the nation to 
reset its moral compass... We 
must look deep into our con¬ 
science and find out where 
we have faltered.” 

In a wide-ranging speech, 
he also referred to corruption 
besetting India's political 
scene and the need for eco¬ 
nomic equality in the country 
of 1.2 billion people. 

"Elected representatives 
must win back people's con¬ 
fidence,” he said. 

”We must ensure the fruits 
of economic growth do not 
become the monopoly of the 
privileged at the peak of a 
pyramid,” he added. 

"The primary purpose of 
wealth creation must be to 
drive out the evil of hunger.” 

Saturday marks Republic 
Day — the date in 1950 when 
India's new constitution came 
into effect. 


Chic Clinton f s cool in her new specs 

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Hillary Clinton has been a 
noted trailblazer in her 
lengthy political career — 
but now she's joining the 
growing fashion for cool 
nerd glasses. 

Many have been sur¬ 
prised to see the US top 
diplomat sporting black, 
thick-framed glasses since 
she returned to work from an 
illness, concussion and blood clot at the beginning of January. 

And during seven hours of testimony to US lawmakers on 
Wednesday, she used them to great advantage, at times fixing 
a Republican questioner with a withering stare during a 
heated exchange, or flirtatiously adjusting them when she 
was lavished with compliments by her Democratic allies. 

As any schoolgirl will tell you, nerd glasses are one of the 
latest fashion accessories. 

But top aide, Philippe Reines, confirms Clinton, 65, has 
taken to wearing the glasses as a result of the concussion she 
suffered in early December. 

"She'll be wearing these glasses instead of her contacts for 
a period of time because of lingering issues stemming from 
her concussion. With them on she sees just fine,” Reines said 
in a statement. 

The US secretary of state, who is expected to step down 
within days handing over the baton to her designated succes¬ 
sor Senator John Kerry, was hospitalized for several days 
over New Year's Eve.

Surprise in Benghazi over 
Western evacuation orders 


BENGHAZI, Libya (AFP) - 
Calls from several Western 
governments urging their cit¬ 
izens to evacuate Benghazi 
have surprised diplomats and 
Libyan officials who say 
there is no need for alarm de¬ 
spite chronic unrest in the 
eastern city. 

"Everyone is asking... why 
this alarm all at once," said 
Jean Dufriche, the French 
honorary consul in Benghazi, 
adding that he had to heed his 
government's instructions 
and leave the city. 

Speaking to AFP by tele¬ 
phone, Dufriche said rumours 
by radical Islamists aimed at 
"forcing foreigners to leave 
Benghazi" spread like quick 
fire, causing a chain reaction 
in Western capitals where 
governments told their na¬ 
tionals to evacuate. 

"If the goal of Islamists 
was to empty Benghazi of 
foreign nationals, then they 
won," he added. 

On Friday, France took 
Britain's lead in pulling some 
40 nationals out of Benghazi 
because of a terrorist threat 
believed to be linked to 
France's military intervention 
in Mali. 

Germany, the Netherlands 
and Australia have also urged 
their citizens to leave Beng¬ 
hazi, cradle of the uprising 
that toppled dictator Moamer 
Kadhafi in 2011 but also the 
city where a US ambassador 
was killed in an attack in Sep¬ 
tember. 

US Ambassador Chris 


Stevens and three other 
Americans were killed when 
dozens of heavily armed A1 
Qaeda-linked militants over¬ 
ran the American consulate 
and a nearby CIA-run annex. 

Britain closed its mission 
in Benghazi at around the 
same time and there were 
thought to be only a handful 
of Britons left in the city 
when the first warning was 
issued on Thursday. 

"We are now aware of a 
specific and imminent threat 
to Westerners in Benghazi, 
and urge any British nationals 
who remain there against our 
advice to leave immediately," 
the Foreign Office in London 
said in a statement. 

Britain's warning sparked 
an angry response from 
Libya's government, which 
said there was "no new intel¬ 
ligence" to justify such con¬ 
cerns in the city. 

Libya said it has yet to be 
informed by any Western 
country of their intention to 
evacuate citizens and would 
demand an explanation. 

"There has been no formal 
notice to us from any other 
country of its intention to 
evacuate its citizens from the 
city of Benghazi," an interior 
ministry source was quoted 
as saying by LANA news 
agency. 

Deputy Interior Minister 
Abdullah Massud expressed 
"astonishment" at the warn¬ 
ings and criticised London 
for "causing all the commo¬ 
tion and excitement." 


Dufriche, a doctor who 
has been heading a depart¬ 
ment at the Benghazi medical 
centre for several years, said 
the decisions to pull out 
Western nationals was 
"hasty" because so far there 
were no "alarming signals" to 
justify it. 

Libya's prime minister 
called the Western nations re¬ 
action an "exaggeration." 

"I think that there was ex¬ 
aggeration on behalf of some 
countries, who took some 
preventive measures and we 
can understand that," Ali Zei- 
dan told a panel at the World 
Economic Forum in the 
Swiss ski resort of Davos. 

"But the reality is that 
these people of foreign na¬ 
tionality live very peacefully 
in Libya and there are secu¬ 
rity measures to protect 
them," he said. 

On Friday it was business 
as usual at Benghazi airport 
and hotels in the city, includ¬ 
ing the flagship Tibesti which 
was running at full occupancy, 
an AFP correspondent said. 

But the city's International 
School and another European 
establishments have been 
closed since Wednesday and 
four Western teachers at the 
European school have left the 
city, an official said. 

A diplomat, speaking on 
condition of anonymity, said 
there were only a few dozen 
Westerners in Benghazi, stress¬ 
ing however that those who 
left had done so well before 
Britain's warning on Thursday.

BEIJING (AFP) - The United 
States and China have 
"achieved a very strong de¬ 
gree of consensus" on North 
Korea, US envoy Glyn 
Davies said Friday after 
meetings in Beijing follow¬ 
ing Pyongyang saying it 
planned another nuclear test. 

"We come here in the 
wake of some dramatic 
steps," he told reporters in 
Beijing. Referring to the 
North's earlier threat to take 
"physical counter-measures" 
against the South, he added 
that the comments were 
"troubling and counter-pro¬ 
ductive". 

Davies, the US special 
representative for North 
Korea policy, said he had had 
wide-ranging discussions 
with Chinese officials on "all 
aspects of the North Korea 
issue", adding that the meet¬ 
ing "achieved a very strong 
degree of consensus". 

Both sides agreed that "a 
nuclear test would be trou¬ 
bling and a setback to the ef¬ 
forts to denuclearise the 


During the trip, his first 
since being sworn in this 
week for a second term, 
Obama will "redouble the ef¬ 
forts to work with Congress 
to fix the broken immigration 
system this year," the White 
House said. 


Korean peninsula", he said. 

They also agreed that UN 
resolution 2087, passed ear¬ 
lier this week expanding 
sanctions against Pyongyang, 
was an "appropriate response 
and an important and strong 
response" to the North's 
rocket launch last month.

BANGKOK (AFP) - From 
breast-slapping and gold 
thread face-lifts, to vaginal 
whitening soaps and olive oil 
penis enlargements, image 
obsessed Thais are going to 
ever increasing extremes in 
the quest for beauty. 

The colourful self-pro- 
claimed pioneer of breast¬ 
slapping says her unusual 
technique allows clients to 
boost their bust by at least 
one bra size without surgery. 

’’This is the beauty by na¬ 
ture — one million percent 
guaranteed,” the eccentric 
46-year-old, who has 
changed her name to Khuny- 
ingtobnom or Madam breast- 


slapper, told AFP. 

Her work is also ex¬ 
tremely lucrative, charging 
$600 for two 15 minute ses¬ 
sions covering one breast 
each and a premium face¬ 
slapping service — which she 
claims can induce slimness - 
- costing about $1,000. 

In a country where ideals 
of beauty carry particular 
weight, even in notoriously 
image-conscious Asia, it is 
not only women who are 
seeking to enhance what na¬ 
ture has provided. 

Alarmingly high numbers 
of Thai men inject olive oil, 
beeswax, silicone and even

Women take more 
boardroom seats in 2012: EU 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Female 
representation in company 
boardrooms took an appre¬ 
ciable step forward in 2012, 
the European Union said on 
Friday. 

With gender equality 
being pushed by EU man¬ 
agers as a priority issue, new 
figures published by the Eu¬ 


ropean Commission showed 
that women held 15.8 percent 
of company directorships in 
January 2013. 

That was up from 13.7 
percent in January last year. 

The share of boardroom 
seats held by women rose in 
all 27 EU states with the ex¬ 
ception of Poland, Ireland and 
Bulgaria, the data showed. 

EU Justice Commissioner 
Viviane Reding, a fierce ad¬ 
vocate of equality for 
women, said pressure from 
Brussels was bearing fruit, 
with women already making 
up 60 percent of all EU uni¬ 
versity graduates.

Anywhere between 
$13,000 and $200,000 will 
pay for gold thread face im¬ 
plants, a tradition apparently 
stretching back to ancient 
Egypt which its adherents be¬ 
lieve tightens and brightens 
the skin. 

The treatment involves 
strips of near-pure gold being 
sewn into the skin forming a 
mesh which stimulates the 
body to produce collagen, 
thus keeping the skin supple, 
says Maciej Lichaj, a Polish 
gold thread aesthetician at the 
clinic.

- a crack in the earth's crust - 

- can generate massive 
earthquakes like the one that 
sparked a tsunami that 
slammed into the Fukushima 
Daiichi plant in March 2011, 
setting off the worst atomic 
crisis in a generation. 

The watchdog is planning 
to define an active fault as 
one that moved any time 
within the past 400,000 
years, rather than the current 
120,000 to 130,000-year 
limit, an official told AFP,

Indonesia bid to control rain to 
avert more floods 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AFP) 

- Indonesian authorities will 
use generators and cloud- 
seeding measures to defuse 
and push away rain-laden 
clouds to avoid more flood¬ 
ing that has paralysed 
Jakarta, an official said Fri¬ 
day. 

Heavy rain over the mega¬ 
city last week caused 32 
deaths and at its peak forced 
nearly 46,000 people to flee 
their inundated homes, Su- 
topo Purwo Nugroho, 
spokesman for the National 
Disaster Mitigation Agency, 
told AFP. 

The weather agency has 
forecast heavy rain for Janu¬ 
ary 26-28, raising concerns 
that Jakarta — which com¬ 
bined with its satellite cities 
is home to 20 million people 

— may get submerged again. 


To avoid such flooding a 
team led by the artificial rain 
unit of the Agency for the As¬ 
sessment and Application of 
Technology will Saturday 
start deploying 20 ground- 
based acetone generators in 
western Jakarta, in a bid to 
avert condensation in the re¬ 
gion that contributes to larger 
rain clouds. 

The artificial rain unit will 
also deploy a Hercules plane 
to carry out cloud seeding 
measures to force approach¬ 
ing clouds to rain in the 
ocean before they arrive over 
the capital, unit head Tri Han- 
doko Seto said. 

"We are trying our best to 
modify the rain to not fall heav¬ 
ily on Jakarta as well as forcing 
the rainclouds to rain in the sea, 
or in areas outside Jakarta Seto 
told AFP by telephone.

Procter & Gamble raises 


outlook on soaring profit 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Procter 
& Gamble reported yesterday 
profit more than doubled in the 
fiscal second quarter from a 
year ago, beating market ex¬ 
pectations, and raised its fore¬ 
casts for the year. 

The US consumer goods 
giant said profit jumped 140 
percent due to strong produc¬ 
tivity gains and the effects of 
cost-saving efforts. 

Net income rose to $4.1 bil¬ 
lion, or $1.39 per share, com¬ 
pared with the year-ago figure 
of $1.7 billion, or 57 cents per 
share, the company said. 

The results were well above 
analyst expectations. 

Core earnings per share, 
which strips out special items 
and other items not related to 
sustainable earnings, were 


$1.22, sharply more than the 
$1.11 estimated. 

Revenues came in at $22.18 
billion, above the $21.91 bil¬ 
lion forecast by analysts. 

Shares in the Dow member 
were up 3.5 percent at $72.87 
in late-aftemoon trade in New 
York. 

Procter & Gamble, which 
manufactures Pampers diapers, 
Head and Shoulders shampoo 
and other household products, 
said its growth was broad- 
based and that all five of its 
business segments grew or¬ 
ganic sales by at least two per¬ 
cent. 

The biggest growth came in 
the company’s baby care and 
family care segment with 5 
percent.

When Washington state voters passed a law legalizing 
marijuana, they boosted prospects for entrepreneurs 
around the world pursuing opportunities in the cannabis 
business. About 10 startups will be gathering in Seattle 
for a quarterly investors meeting, organized by The Ar- 
cView Group, a San Francisco-based cannabis industry 
consulting firm founded in 2010 that has an "angel" in¬ 
vestor network focused on that market. About 25 in¬ 
vestors will attend, with an interest in participating in the 
marijuana gold rush that some are hoping for. Washington 
state voters passed Initiative 502 in November, but it re¬ 
mains unclear how the state law will work with federal law 
prohibiting marijuana use. Gov. Jay Inslee and Washing¬ 
ton state Attorney General Bob Ferguson were in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., recently to meet with the Justice Department 
on the issue, but that didn't result in a lot of clarity. Still, 
Inslee has instructed the state to move forward in creating 
rules for production, distribution and retail sales of mari¬ 
juana in Washington state.

Apple loses 'world's most 
valuable company' title 


Apple surrendered the title of 
the world’s most valuable 
company to Exxon Mobil 
after concern over slowing 
growth drove the shares to the 
biggest loss in the Standard & 
Poor’s 500 Index. 

Apple’s 12-month reign as 
the No. 1 stock ended after the 
shares slumped 18 percent 
this year, worse than any other 
companies in the benchmark 
gauge for US equities. The 
decline reduced its market 
capitalization to $US412 bil¬ 
lion, below Exxon Mobil’s 


$US417 billion. 

The switch in rankings re¬ 
flected fading confidence in 
Apple, whose 15 years of 
transformation from a near¬ 
bankrupt personal-computer 
maker to a technology leader 
dominating the smartphone 
and tablet market helped it be¬ 
come the most valuable US 
company ever in 2012. Apple 
shares have fallen by 37 per 
cent from a record in Septem¬ 
ber amid concern that mount¬ 
ing costs and competition 
may curtail growth.

Young England winger 
Zaha, 20, was undergoing a 
medical in Manchester on 
Friday ahead of a £15m (17.5 
million euros) move from 
Championship club Crystal 
Palace. 

The 20-year-old forward 
has agreed a five-and-a-half 
year deal but is being loaned 
back to Palace until the sum¬ 
mer. 

United will pay £10m 
(11.7 million euros) up front, 
with the fee potentially rising 
to £15m based on Zaha's ap¬ 
pearances and success. 

"We like to sign young 
players with potential," said 
Ferguson. "We can develop 
players well as we have 
proved many times so hope¬ 
fully the boy will enjoy it 
coming here. 

"He's a winger, only a 
young lad, 20-years-of-age 
so we will see." 

Zaha, who joined Palace as 
a 12-year-old, is expected to 
win his second England cap 
against Brazil in February. 

And after the conclusion 
of drawn out talks, Zaha told 
his Twitter followers: "WOW 
I am so excited, its been a 
very exhausting day, but at 
last delighted to end all spec¬ 
ulation THANK YOU ALL 
SO MUCH for your sup¬ 
port." 

Zaha was named the Foot¬ 
ball League Young Player of 
the Year last season and at¬ 
tracted the attention of a 
number of Premier League 
clubs. 

Zaha, who came through 
the youth academy at Selhurst 
Park, has scored 15 goals in 
124 appearances for the Ea¬ 
gles since his debut against 
Cardiff in March 2010. 

Meanwhile, winger Ash¬ 
ley Young (knee) and Jonny 
Evans (hamstring) have re¬ 
turned to training but will not 
be considered for United's FA 
Cup fourth round tie at home 
to Fulham today. 


China's Li, Azarenka 
for Australian final

MELBOURNE (AFP) - 
China's Li Na will take on 
world number one Victoria 
Azarenka as she attempts to 
win her second Grand Slam 
trophy in the Australian Open 
women's final later today. 

Li, 30, has been in inspired 
form over the past fortnight, 
running through four seeds in¬ 
cluding Russia's four-time 
Grand Slam winner Maria 
Sharapova on the way to her 
second Melbourne final. 

In 2011, the Wuhan native 
made history on Rod Laver 
Arena as Asia's first Grand 
Slam finalist, and later that 
year she went one step further 
to become the continent's first 
and only major singles cham¬ 
pion at the French Open. 

The feisty right-hander, 
rated as the world's second- 
richest sportswoman by 
Forbes magazine, has not se¬ 
riously challenged for a major 
title since but she is enjoying 
a renaissance under her new 
coach Carlos Rodriguez. 

"Last time was more excit¬ 
ing, I was more nervous," said 


Li, who stands to become the 
tournament's oldest women's 
champion. "It was my first 
time to be in a (Grand Slam) 
final. This time, I'm more 
calm. More cool, a little bit." 

Standing in her way is 
Azarenka, 23, the tall Belaru¬ 
sian who is defending her 
only Grand Slam title to date, 
and will extend her nearly 
year-long stay at the top rank¬ 
ing with victory over Li. 

Buoyed by her win over 
Sharapova in last year's final, 
Azarenka put together a 26- 
match winning streak at the 
start of the season and nar¬ 
rowly lost to Serena Williams 
in September's gripping US 
Open decider. 

Azarenka has been an un¬ 
missable presence in Mel¬ 
bourne, partly because of her 
trademark shriek when she hits 
the ball and also because she has 
been accompanied by colourful 
LMFAO frontman Redfoo. 

But she courted contro¬ 
versy in her semi-final against 
teenager Sloane Stephens 
when she blew five match 
points and immediately went 


off for a medical timeout. 
When she returned, she broke 
Stephens to win the match. 

"It was a necessary thing 
for me to do," Azarenka said 
of the timeout, which she took 
for rib and knee problems. 

"I just regret that I didn't 
take it earlier, that it got to the 
point that it was pretty much 
impossible for me to breathe 
and to play." 

Azarenka leads their head- 
to-head 5-4 but she has won 
their last four matches. The 
last time Li beat the Belarusian 
was at the 2011 French Open, 
when she won in the quarter¬ 
finals en route to the trophy. 

"At least this year we didn't 
meet," Li said. "So this is a 
new start. Last year she was 
doing well all year. It is not 
easy. It is a tough match. I just 
have to enjoy the moment." 

Cool conditions and possi¬ 
ble showers are forecast for 
Melbourne on Saturday, with 
the final scheduled to get under¬ 
way at 7:30 pm (0830 GMT). 


Real keeper 
Casillas faces 
12 weeks out 

MADRID (AFP) - Real 
Madrid and Spain goal¬ 
keeper Iker Casillas will be 
sidelined for eight to 12 
weeks after undergoing sur¬ 
gery on his fractured left 
hand in Madrid on Friday. 

"The period of unavail¬ 
ability is between eight and 
12 weeks," doctor Miguel 
del Cerro said in a statement 
released by the La Liga club, 
adding that Casillas would 
be in a cast for approxi¬ 
mately three weeks. 

The 31-year-old suffered 
the injury after teammate Al¬ 
varo Arbeloa accidentally 
kicked his hand as he at¬ 
tempted a clearance during 
Wednesday's 1-1 draw with 
Valencia in the Spanish Cup. 

Casillas was subse¬ 
quently replaced by reserve 
keeper Antonio Adan and 
will miss Madrid's Champi¬ 
ons League round of 16 tie 
with Manchester United as 
well as both legs of the 
Spanish cup semi-final 
against arch-rivals Bar¬ 
celona.

Tiger fires 65 to seize 
lead at Torrey Pines 


LA JOLLA, California (AFP) 
- Former world number one 
Tiger Woods fired a seven- 
under par 65 on Friday to 
seize the clubhouse lead by 
three strokes during the sec¬ 
ond round of the $6.1 million 
PGA Farmers Insurance 
Open. 

Playing on the Torrey 
Pines layout where he has 
won this event six times and 
where he captured the most 
recent of his 14 major titles at 
the 2008 US Open, Woods 
fired an eagle, a bogey and 
six birdies on the north 
course. 

The 37-year-old golf icon, 
who has struggled with in¬ 
juries and an infamous sex 
scandal in recent years, 
opened with a four-under 68 
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on Thursday on the south 
course and started the second 
round three strokes off the 
pace. 

Woods teed off Friday on 
the back nine and began with 
four pars in a row before a 
birdie at the par-5 14th hole. 

He followed with a birdie 
at the par-3 17th and an eagle 
at the par-5 18th, then added 
birdies on the par-5 first and 
par-4 second holes, surging 
into sole possession of the 
lead. 

Woods birdied the par-4 
seventh, took his lone bogey 
of the round at the par-4 
eighth and then finished his 
round with a birdie at the par- 
5 ninth to stand on 11-under 
par 133. 

England's Ross Fisher, 
Canada's Graham DeLaet and 
American Josh Teater were 
the closest rivals to Woods, 
all three strokes back at eight- 
under. Fisher had seven holes 
to play while DeLaet had 
three holes remaining and 
Teater had five. 

Most of the field remained 
on the course. 


Haye out to unify heavyweight crowns 



PARIS (AFP) - British boxer 
David Haye spoke of his in¬ 
tention on Friday to become 
the sport's undisputed 
heavweight champion, prim¬ 
ing himself for bouts against 
both Klitschko brothers. 

Haye, 32, wants to unify 
all four belts and said the 
"best way" to achieve his 
goal would be to secure a 
bout against WBC title- 
holder Vitali Klitschko before 
a match-up with WBA, IBF 
and WBO king Wladimir Kl¬ 
itschko. 

"The world needs one uni¬ 
fied champion and I hope we 
can agree a fight at a football 
stadium in Germany this 
summer against Vitali," said 
Haye. 

Haye took the WBA 
heavyweight title after de¬ 
feating Russia's Nicolay Val¬ 
uev before defending his title 


on two occasions, but the 
Briton was on the wrong end 
of an unanimous decision to 
Wladimir Klitschko in a 
WBA-WBO-IBF title fight in 
July 2011. 

Haye then subsequently 
retired before returning to de¬ 


feat compatriot Dereck 
Chisora in London last July. 

"After I have fought Vitali, 
I want revenge against 
Wladimir to be able to unify 
the heavyweight titles which 
hasn't been done in several 
years," he added. 


Federer insists lie's still on the pace 


MELBOURNE (AFP) - 
Roger Federer dismissed sug¬ 
gestions he was slipping off 
the pace at the top of men's 
tennis after his five-set loss to 
Andy Murray in the Aus¬ 
tralian Open semi-finals on 
Friday. 

Federer, at 31 the senior 
member of the ’Big Four', 
went down in a four-hour 
duel with third seed Murray 
as he suffered his third 
straight semi-final defeat in 
Melbourne. 

But the world number 
two, who holds a record 17 
Grand Slam titles, insisted 
"nothing has changed" in his 
match-ups against his 
younger rivals Novak 
Djokovic, Rafael Nadal and 
Murray. 

"Well, nothing has 
changed. I've played these 
guys, what, 60 times, the 
three guys around me in the 
rankings," Federer said. 

"So we know each other 
really well. We play each 
other very close very often. 
Keep on trading wins and 


losses." 

Federer said Djokovic, 
bidding for his fourth Aus¬ 
tralian title against Murray in 
Sunday's final, has taken a 
step forward but he said he 
was excited about his 
prospects for the year ahead. 

"Novak has done probably 
the best job getting more 
wins than losses. That's why 
he's ranked where he is," he 
said. 

"I enjoy the matches with 
Rafa (Nadal), Novak and also 
Andy again tonight. It's nice 
playing five sets against him. 
It was tough tennis. I enjoy 
that. 


"So I go from here with a 
good feeling for the year. I 
didn't play a tournament lead¬ 
ing in, so now obviously I 
know where my level is at. 

"I also know that I have 
even more time to work on 
my game, work on my fitness 
this year. It's something I'm 
excited about." 

Federer acknowledged he 
was always chasing in Friday's 
semi-final against Murray, but 
he said he had his chances. 

"It was a tough match. I 
had my chances. Obviously 
you're going to go through a 
five setter with some regrets.

Thirteen 
cities to host 
Euro 2020 

NYON, Switzerland (AFP) 
- European football's gov¬ 
erning body UEFA on Fri¬ 
day confirmed that the 2020 
European Championship 
will be staged in 13 differ¬ 
ent cities across the conti¬ 
nent. 

UEFA's executive com¬ 
mittee rubber-stamped the 
proposals, which were first 
made public last month, for 
the 2020 finals to be the 
first "Euro for Europe". 

Previous tournaments 
have been held in one coun¬ 
try or, as was the case at 
Euro 2012 in Poland and 
Ukraine, jointly-hosted by 
two neighbouring countries. 

For 2020, UEFA have 
stipulated that there will be 
a maximum of one venue 
per country, and added that 
the two semi-finals and the 
final will all be held in the 
same stadium. 

The remaining 12 win¬ 
ning bids will each host 
three group matches as well 
as one knockout tie from ei¬ 
ther the Round of 16 or the 
quarter-finals. 

No nation will qualify 
automatically for the finals, 
but every host that qualifies 
will be guaranteed two 
home matches in the group 
phase. 

No such guarantees 
would be given for the 
knockout stages. 

UEFA also said they will 
try to take travel distances 
into account when allocat¬ 
ing hosting teams to groups, 
"for example, and if feasi¬ 
ble, with flights not exceed¬ 
ing two hours' duration 
between two host cities to 
allow easy access to travel¬ 
ling fans." 

UEFA president Michel 
Platini insisted everything 
would be done to make a 
pan-European event — to 
coincide with the 60th an¬ 
niversary of the first Euro¬ 
pean Nations Cup — as 
fan-friendly as possible.
